A noble ex pre- ion of high purpose, in­ 
deed The only thing wrong with it is that 
it takes no account of the realities of to­ 
day’s world. May w-as not dealing with a 
life-giving serum, for all the vast medical 
potentialities 
some already 
realized—of 
atomic enei gy. 
He was giving away the secrets basic to 
the most devastating weapon man has ever 
conceived. 
We may all lament it is necessary in 
a 
world of hostile forces to turn the scien­ 
tists’ discoveries to destructive use. Hut it 
achieves nothing to pretend this not so. 
May’s attitude, representing one scienti­ 
fic viewpoint, utterly ignores the fuct that 
the security of nations— the free nations— 
is deeply involved when men begin pass­ 
ing freely to all peoples scientific informa­ 
tion that spells weapons of colossal power 
Such information cannot properly he re­ 
gal ded as the private possession of tin* dis­ 
covering scientist, to he dispensed as he 
sees fit. Their* are many ways in which 
men seek consciously or otherwise to put 
themselves above the law, None is more 
perilous than to vet oneself up as a private 
judge of what to do with information of 
such obviously great military usefulness. 
The only proper judges of that air* a na­ 
tion’s highest civilian 
and 
military 
au­ 
thorities. The decisions they make on thai 
score are their movt crucial 
No scientist, 
however eminent, has any right to coun­ 
termand those decisions. 
He is not just a scientist He is 
also 
a 
citizen 
with the same rights and duties, 
the same rest!tints of law, as any other 
citizen 
May s statement seems to suggest he sees 
h i m s e l f and other scientists as vehicles for 
a higher moral law that tak<*s precedence 
over tilt* civil law of his

country.

Clock Ticks 
One Year- 
Tocks Next 
CHICAGO—i N EA )—A clock that 
will never have to be wound, does 
not run by electricity, and is ex­ 
pected to keep time accurately for 
the next hundred years, has been 
built at the Museum of Science and 


Industry here. 
This 
highly 
unorthodox time­ 
piece was created to be interred 
rn a cornerstone laid at the Cen 
tennial of 
Engineering 
celebra­ 
tion at the Museum. But 
despite 
its amazing qualities, the clock is 
not expected to revolutionize the 
watchmaking industry. 
It 
meas­ 
ures 
only 
years —not 
seconds, 
minutes, houri 
or even 
days — 
just years. 
Idea for the unusual timekeep­ 
ing device came from George G. 
Ensign, research director for 
the 
watch 
industry. 
The 
clock’s 
"movement” consists solely 
of a 
bimetallic 
strip 
held fast at one 
end. The 
other 
end is free

move backward or forward as the 
metal expands or contracts with 
temperature change.
